At Least $5,000,000 Saved to 


Farmers, and Stockmen. 


Marked Deweaae In Number of Coy- 


ote* Followed by Corresponding 
DecrvMC in L*M of Sheep, Cat- 


tle, Pig* and Poultry.

Taking the estimates of farmers and 


stockmen themselves, there has been 
saved to them during the past year, 
not less .'than $5,000,000 .from the 
hunting of predatory wild animals l>y 
the United States department of «S- 
riculture, in co-operation with tho 
states. ' The work, is done by the 
bureau of biological survey and such 
agencies as are designated by the 
various states. During the past fiscal 
year about 32,000 wild animals were 
killed under Hie direction of the bi- 
ological survey by a force-of between 
400 and 500 skilled hunters.

cations are'still greater numbers wen- 
killed by poisoning, though no actual 
count was made of animals thus de- 
stroyed. ~ 
Extensive poisoning operations were 


conducted "in the great sheep-growing 
sections of Arizona, Colorado. Nevada.

Of tJiis, national banks on Nov- 


ember 17, 1919, held $24,444,000,- 
000, an increase of $11,585,000,000 
since Au&ist 1, 1914; and state 
hanks on June 30, 1919, held $26,- 
380,000,000, .an increase of $11,- 
705,000,000 since June, 1913. 


The report showed a banking pow- 


er nine times more than it was 30 
years ago, 'Williams stated.

Unscrupulous Shippers Detected In 


Practice of Placing Inferior 


Corn on Bottom.

Heavy loading of grain, due 'to 


shortage of cars, offers a temptation 
to tlie unscrupulous shipper to "plug" 
-Iiis load by placing inferior grain on 
\tlie l)ottom of the lonil to escape de- 
tection, according to reports received 
by tlie bureau of markets. United

When the car is heavily loaded It Is 
sometimes difficult for grain Inspec- 
tors to reach -the bottom -of the car 
with the ordinary grain' trier. 


Federal 'grain supervision offices re- 


port a few recent discoveries of this 
practice. In one cas'e a car of corn 
which the Inspector had graded No. 2 
mixed was found to hare about 1% 
feet of musty, heat-damaged corn-on 
the bottom of the car. The supervls- _ 
on grade was No.- 6 mixed oh account 5 
of musty odor, 2.2 per cent heat dam- 15 
aged and 11 per cent total damaged: (5 


In another instance about 1% feet S 


of very musty wheat was found on '5 
the bottom of a car of wheat which ]*> 
.otherwise graded No.- 1, free from 
smut

While this practice Is by no means 


common; inspectors have been .Earn- 
ed to be careful to get representative 
samples and to be especially particu- 
lar when sampling-heavily loaded 
cars.
